Washington. Jan. 5.—[Special,]—Is it 


not strange that peace advocates can- 
pot sec tbc humor of some of their 
'•uggestioiis? 
*Here Is a bill which provides for a 
tribunal to sccuie pence for the whole 
world. It creates a tribunal of all ua- 
tious. 
Among the duties of the tri- 


bunal Is to "enforce by arms the exe- 
cution of Its decrees;" "to repress 
preparations for attack by one nation 
upon another;" "to intervene in the 
affairs of any nation disordered by 
violence and pacify such disorder by 
advice, decree or force"—that Is, to 
fight for peace. 


Suppose the United States had inter- 


vened and fought for peace in Mexico? 
We would be fighting yet. But the 
bill goes further and provides for con- 
scription by the tribunal to compel na- 
tions at war to cease fighting. Think 
of taking our troops to fight for peace 
because savage Tartars in Asia or 
black tribes In Africa are in revolt! 


International Complication*. 


Such bills should be entitled "bills 


to foster international disputes and en- 
tangle the United States with all tbc 
nations of the earth' in pcipetual 
quarrels." 


These measures are introduced by 


those whose consciences make them 
hesitate about voting for the presi- 
dent's program of preparedness. They 
are a sort of salve, something like the 
straw which a mnn casts in the water 
before he takes his fatal plunge, hop- 
ing that It will sa\e him. 


It is to be hoped that the debates on 


preparedness will develop a spirit of 
holding aloof from the complications 
of old world politics and wnis. 


They Do Not Fear War, But— 


Senator Works took tfane by the fore- 


lock and unloaded a national defense 
speech on tins senate during the few 
days the senate tvus in session before 
the holidays. "This sentiment for bet- 
ter preparedness for war- has been 
aroused, and propagated by interested 
parties b« declared, then a few min- 
utes later, "I do not believe, we are In, 
the slightest danger of war with any 
nation, la tbc near future at least." 


At the same time be showed th.it the 


Japanese on the Pacific coast and in 
Hawaii are a menace to the coun- 
try. 
There are others who can see 


no prospect of war, but—well, they 
will vote for "reasonable prepared- 
ness." 


Rural Routes and Roads. 


At one time it was proposed to use 


rural routes for the purpose of get tin? 
appropriations for roads. It eused the 
mind of the "strict coustructionist" to 
feel that as the constitution authorized 
control by the national government of 
postofflces and post roads there was 
no reason why be could not vote for 
road appropriations if the roads were 
to be built where rural routes are lo- 
cated. Then came a discovery—rural 
routes did not always run to the ad- 
vantage, of straight, well ordered roads. 
They wound in and out to fit settle- 
ment conditions. • And now congress- 
men are finding that eve* if indirectly 
the rural post service is benefited by 
roads the constitutional 
convictions

There is no doubt now that if Theo- 
dore Roosevtlt is nominated by the 
Republicans it -will be because the 
war element in the Republican party 
predominates 


After talking with rampant war ad- 


vocates, meaning those who say war 
is a good thing and that the United 
States* should be armed equal to any 
other nation, I am convinced that 
they will give reluctant support to 
Roosevelt, but will be enthusiastical- 
ly for him when they once go over. 


Just how strong the war element in 


the Republican party is at present no 
one can say. It may develop during 
the debates on preparedness and in 
discussions in the papers; but, at all 
events, one of the assets of Roosevelt 
among Republicans who bitterly op- 
posed him lour years ago is that he is 
a war man. 


Should We Dip In? 


There is a question whether the 


United States should dip into the 
great war. One of the reasons for 
the popularity of President Wilson is 
the belief that he has kept us out of 
war. In spite of the criticisms of the 
Mexican policy, there is quite a feel- 
ing of relief that United States troops 
are not dying in that country, espe- 
cially as under all the pronuncia- 
mentos of the Taft and present ad- 
ministrations any intervention would 
mean that we would come away and 
leave Mexico intact; that we would 
not take any territory as indemnity. 
The boast of the Wilson boosters is 
that he has kept us out of war in 
Europe. If that kind of popularity 
amounts to un.vthing will the boosting 
of Roosevelt as a war man help him 
to the Republican nomination? 


"Made In America."

rtia, serving his first term, has intro- 
duced 11 hill which will appeal to quite 
a number of people.
